They have a deeper-lying, 
important mission. They play almost 
as distinct a role if mental develop- 
ment as does the school room.

We speak, with praiseworthy men- 
tal breadth, of the equalization of op- 
portunity. It has attained, almost, the 
proportions of a fad throughout the 
nation—a fad, we hope, of permanent 
duration and progressive nature.

Considering the part 
childhood reading plays in the subse- 
quent life of the individual, who can 
tell to what beneficent proportions the 
lives of country boys and girls may at- 
tain if placéd upon the same plane 
as the boys and girls of the city?

Czar and Duma. 

Czar Nicholas is again face to face 
with the representatives of his sub- 
jects—the national Russian duma. 
| A casual study of the disposition 
iand composition of both, leads to the 
|assumption that neither have  profit- 
ed by the experience of the past. 

The present duma, while possibly a 
trifle less violent than its ill-fated pre- 
decessor, has nevertheless come to St. 
Petersburg with the fixed determina- 
tion to a constitutional form 
of government. It wants the right to 
interrogate cabinet members, It 
wants administrative officials to re- 
port to itself instead of to the em.- 
peror. It wants real and not ficti- 
tious constructive power, It wants, not 
noneyed words, Dut tangible authority. 
In brief, it desires nothing less sweep- 
ing than radical reform over night. 

The ezar, on the other kand, is as 
Squarely opposed to these policies as 
a man of his vacillating nature can 
| be. He would, probably, be willing to 
grant a constitutiona] form of govern- 
;|ment similar to that in vogue in Ger- 
'many, but there are sufficient 
cal “groups” in the duma to 
this concession. Nicholas’ one defi- 
policy summed up in the 
‘phrase “constitutional government by 
precemeal.””
